Nearly 200 years ago, the U.S. was founded 
as a republic, and it was so defined by Benjamin. 
Franklin when he made the pithy and somewhat 
cryptic remark, “If you can keep it.” However, : 
the days of the U.S. as a republic of 50 more or’ 
less sovereign states may be coming to a close if, 
a resolution now before Congress on electoral re-. 
form becomes law. 

This is the view of columnist James Kilpatrick, : 
who notes of the proposal, “In a single stroke, this: 
proposition would convert our republic from aj 
federation of . states to a new kind of central! 
ized democracy.” Mr. Kilpatrick then describes! 
some of the many changes that would take place — | 
all toward a more strongly centralized government. 
“Tn a very few years,” he believes, “none of the: 
safeguards of state regulation would remain.” As 
he points out, U. 5. citizens have the right under 
the Constitution to abondon the republic as con-} 
ceived by Franklin and his colleagues in 1787. 
But, “We ought not to embark lightly upon such a 
new way of life, but suberly, reverentiy, and with 
our eyes wide open.” 

The tyranty of the majority in a democracy is 
as much to be feared as outright dictatorship.
